First let me say that this is just 
one person’s opinion and you can 
take it for what it’s worth. 
It 
seems to me that we are starting 
in the middle of a project instead 
of at the bottom. 
In building any­ 
thing I’ve always thought a sound 
foundation 
was 
the 
important 
thing. 
So, in my. opinion, before 
we can sell ourselves and our com­ 
munity to others, we must use that 
salesmanship on ourselves. 
Instead of that negative attitude 
of “it can’t be done.” and “ it won’t 
be done’’ we must say and make 
ourselves believe “it can be done” 
and “it will be done.”

They went along in the Senate’s 
unanimous approval late Monday 
of President Eisenhow er’s request 
for $1.260,OOO,0<h in urgent defense 
funds to speed missile programs, 
disperse the Strategic Air Com 
m and’s fleet of B-52 intercontinen 
tai jet bombers and start work on 
a missile detection system. 
. The vote was 78 0, 
All 18 absen 
tee senators were recorded as for 
it also, an unusual display of com 
ple.te unanimity. 


But Sens. Stuart Symington (D 
Mo.) and Henry M. Jackson (D 
W ash.) charged 
the adm inistra 
turn’s program is inadequate to 
meet Russia’s challenge in space 
w capons. 
They postponed their 
fight for 
still more defense money to keep 
from causing any delay now. The 
showdown could come on a later 
Supplemental request for the cur 
rent fiscal year if the President 
makes one 
But it most likely will 
be the regular defense appropria­ 
tion for the next fiscal year start 
ing July I. 
Censored testimony released by 
the Senate Appropriations

Frigid weather gripped the east­ 
ern half of .the nation today, hit­ 
ting northern Florida with another 
bout of freezing temperatures. 
Snow flurries persisted in the 
Northeast and extended south to 
the mountains of North Carolina. 
Icy and snow-packed roads forc­ 
ed the closing of schools Monday 
in Virginia, North Carolina, West 
Virginia and Tennessee. 
Heavy snows blocked some roads 
in the Tennessee Smokies and the 
North Carolina mountains. 
Fotir- 
/oot drifts choked streets in Boone. 
N. C. 
Near and below zero readings 
chilled northern New England and 
portions of Wisconsin and Illinois 
during the night. 
Overnight temperatures plunged 
into the teens as far south as North 
Carolina 
and 
to below 
freezing 
throughout most of northern Flor­ 
ida. 
Freezing temperatures also 
hit Alabama and Georgia. 
Scattered snow flurries swirled 
across the Great Lakes and the 
East during the night, with the 
heaviest accumulation of about two 
inches in western New York state 
Wind gusts up to 40 miles an 
hour whipped up clouds of snow 
in portions of 
Pennsylvania and 
northern New- York, and winds of 
more than 60 miles per hour blast­ 
ed Roanoke, Va. 
A warming trend overspread the 
nation’s customary “ ice box,” the 
Plains States and Upper Mississip 
pi 
Valley, early today, boosting 
temperatures by an average of 15 
to 20 degrees in the eastern Da­ 
kotas and Minnesota. 
Other readings ranged from the 
130s in .southern Montane to the 
40s in parts of Washington and 
Oregon and near 60 in southern 
• California and Arizona. 
Forecasters predicted continued 
cold in the East today with snow 
flurries in the lower Great Lakes, 
northern New England and the 
mountains of North Carolina. Fair 
I skies were expected in most of 
the southeastern portion

Sen. Humphrey Says U. S. Must 


Break Up Disarmament Package 


WASHINGTON (IPI 
Sen 
Hubert 
H Humphrey said today the Unit 
od States must break up its nine 
point disarm ament package pro 
posal “ if we are ever to reach 
a real and genuine first step agree 
mcnt with the Soviet Union." 
The .Minnesota Democrat, chair­ 
man of the Senate disarmament 
subcommittee, 
said 
A 
policy 
which is predicated on the will­ 
ingness of the Soviet Union to turn 
overnight from a totalitarian dicta 
torship out to conquer the world 
to a peace loving, cooperating, sub 
missive nation willing to acquiesc* 
in our demands, is doomed to de 
feat and ridicule.” 
Humphrey said the administra­ 
tion’s “ first step” proposal, stress 
ing aerial and ground inspection 
and suspension of nuclear weap 
on tests and production, is too 
broad for Russia to be expected 
to accept at one time. 
The Minnesota Democrat outlin­ 
ed his views in a 35 page speech 
prepared for Senate delivery. 
“ Do we really expect the So 
viet Union to open up its country 
to the extent of foreign inspectors 
in all atomic anergy plants, all 


test sites, all major communica 
Hon centers, 
all ports, all air 
fields, all depots to mention only 
the 
most 
important 
inspection 
points in our proposal?" Humph 
rey asked. 
Secrecy Hit 
“ And would we be ready to re 
ciprocate if the Soviet Union were 
to surprise us by accepting the 
proposal?" 
Humphrey criticized the admin 
istration for refusing to let his 
subcommittee sec eight task force 
reports on the subject prepared 
for Presidential Disarmament Ad­ 
viser Harold E. Stassen. 
He said 
President Eisenhower himself re­ 
fused to make the task force re 
ports available. 
Humphrey proposed that the ad 
ministration appoint “ two teams 
of prominent and highly qualified 
nucleal scientist: and weapons ex­ 
perts” to work on proposals for 
the inspection and suspension of 
nuclear tests. 
He said in disarm am ent talks 
"J firmly believe that we must 
keep trying to negotiate as long 
as there is a faint hope of suc­ 
cess.
